During the night the whole 
country around was in a state of suspense, it 
having been given out that between 12 o’clock 
and morning the rioters would march on the

Arrest of the Leader. ; 


‘Shortly after 11 o’clock, while standing 
outside the camp ground. President L. R. 
Davis, who had been leading the mob te ac- 
tion, was taken into custody by Sheriff Mc- 
Cann and Deputy Gay of West- 
moreland County, and driven in 
& buggy to Connellsville, where he was 
retained in the lockup over night. The news 
f his arrest caused a delay of operations, and 

mob spent the night sleeping on the 
fround under cover of the forest. Not a 
move was made until nearly noon today, when 
Alexander Markey was made the leader of the 


e. 
At 11 o’clock the men started ona tour of 
Mount Pleasant branch, Where every 
lantis in operation. They supported the 
American flag, and the march was character- 
ized by all manner of riotous demonstrations 
and threats of violence. The Huns were furi- 
ous and insisted on the destruction of property 
atthe Bessemer works. Near West Overton the 
mob halted and the leaders harangued them 
with words of encouragement. When about 
to make an attack Sheriff McCann and 100 
armed deputies put in their appearance and 
the mob fled in confusion. They reassem- 
bled, however, and continued their march, 
In the public square at Mount Pleasant a 
meeting wus held but no violepce attempted. 
Sheriff McCann and his deputies were there 
and stood guard at the roads leading out of 
the town. Leader Markey dismissed the riot- 
ers there and ordered them to reassemble at 
Beottdale tonight for raids on the plants on

thp stores, helping themselves to eatables 
available and forcing private families to give 
them food. During the parade through the 
town citizens and business-men found on the 
street were forced into line and compelled to 
march. Tonight the situation is critical here. 
The 1,500 men are encamped near the Mount 
Braddock works and say they will not see the 
men go to work tomorruw, and if they do a 
fight will be the result, as Rainey declares he 
will run the plant at all hazards. Today he 
added fifty deputies to the force guard- 
ing the works and has given them 
instructions to kill all the Huns who interfere 
with the workmen. A daylight battle seems 
inevitabie as both sides are. determined. 
Mount Braddock is one of the places where a 
special fight against the strikers has been 
made from the start and the success or 
failure of the men here will in a large 
measure decide the fate of the movement. 
The gravest fears are expressed that this will 
Be the next field of carnage in the coke 
region. wi 

Axoused at Paddock Murder. 

Th® citizens of Connelisville are in a rage 
over the brutal murder of Chief Engineer 
Paddock last night while peacefully discharg- 
ing his duties and the civil authorities 
have been unable to hold them in check to- 
day. It was reported on the streets of that 
down about noon that the strikers from Dun- 
bar were marching on Connellsville and that 
they would cross the Yough bridge to join 
the men at the extreme north of the field. 
A company of citizens organized 
and demanded’ of Capt. Munson of 
Company D of the National Guards 
of Pennsylvania the use of the guns at the 
armory. When he refused they marched to 
the building and were going to take them by 
force, but found members of the company 
standing guard. The citizens then armed 
themselves with shotguns, rifles, and revolvers 
and took a stand on the Lough bridge to 
await the arrival of the marauders. They took 
positions about the bridge walls and behind 
the abutments. They stood there for about 
three hours, but the strikers did not appear 
and: the company dispersed. 

A sensation was caused here today by the

Where the bodies came from or by whom 
they were killed is not known, but there were 
bullet holes through each body, indicating 
that they had been the victims of a battle, 
They were lying in different parts of the 
wood, where they are supposed to have fled 
after the fight at Bradford last night, 
in which. one Hungarian was killed 
and many others wounded. The 
bodies have been identified as those 
of strikers who yesterday engaged in the ill- 
fated assault on the Davidson works, where 
Engimeer Paddock was killed. Their bodies 
are still lying at Dawson, where inquests will 
be held by the Coroner at once. 

Tomorrow will settle the fate of the strike. 
Within the next twenty-four hours this will 
again become a peaceful county or will wit- 
ness bloodier scenes. The operators will at-

Court this morning a suit against Peter J. 
Younggquist, the former Supervisor for two or 
three terms of the Town of Jefferson, to recover 
$6,000 which, it is claimed, has beeti illegally 
paid out by him. Should the suit be decided 
in favor of the plaintiff it will affect the inter- 
ests of every town officer within the city 
limits, and possibly all within Cook County. 

There are now within the corporate limits 
of Chicago nine towns which, it is said, pay 
salaries to the officers contrary to the law. 
The theory of the suit that is filed by Attorney 
Craig is that the town board illegally, at its an- 
nual meeting held the first Tuesday in April of 
each year, fixes certain salaries for certain 
town officers. Forthe Supervisor they fix a 
salary of $600; for the Town Clerk, $500; 
and for the Assessor $1,500 for the term of 
one year. The Collector is also allowed an 
additional compensation of from $250 to 
$350 each year. This town board is com- 
posed of the Supervisor, the Town Clerk, and 
the Justices of the Peace of the town, The 
board is calied in the statutes the Board of 
Town Auditors, None of these allowances is 
authorized by statute, as claimed by the 
plaintiff in this suit. 

Mr. Craig Quotes Precedents. 


In speaking of the case yesterday Mr. Craig 
said: Sec. 111 of thetownship organiza- 
tion law provides that the Supervisors of 
towns in Cook County shail have the same 
compensation as Supervisors of other towns 
in the State. There are other sections in the 
same law which say exactly what the officers 
are entitled to. Under Sec. No. 130 the 
Supervisor and the Town Clerk are allowed 
$2.50 a day wheu attending to town business 
out of town and $1.50 a day when attending 
to business in town. Under the law the Town 
Board holds four meetings a year, at which 
only two to three hours’ time are employed. 
Taking it for granted that they were to re- 
ceive a day’s pay for All the time employed 


$10 each year and in no case would it exceed 
$25 a year. The Town Clerk is allowed, in 
addition to the per diem, certain nominal 
fees for posting notices of election, etd., re- 
cording instruments in the town record, and 
filing papers in his office. which would not 
amount to more than $5 a year. 

„The Assessor’s fees under the same section 
of the statute are fixed at $2.50aday. As 
his duties do not require moré than three 
months’ work in the year his entire fees would 
not be more than $225. He receives now 
$1,500 a year. The law provides that the As- 
sessor shall furnish a sworn statement giving 
the number of days of work he performed. This 
statement is to be filed with the Town Clerk. 
The present Assessor and many others before 
him have not done this. : 

„We shall ask,“ continued Mr. Craig, 
“that the money which has illegally been 
paid out be recovered into the Town Treasu- 
ty. The Town Board hasinno sense any 
corporate capacity. Under the law its mem- 
bers are merely Town Auditors, and they have 
no authority to create any irdebtedness 
against the town whatever. In allowing sal- 
aries to the town officers the law has been 
plainly Violated. The provisions of the law 
governing township organizations in many 
respects have been dead ietters, and the town 
officers, without any authority of law, allow 
themselves salaries, and take money out of 
the Town Treasury which rightfully belongs 
to the people. _ ait 

Only Electors Can Create Indebtedness. 

„The corporate capacity of the town rests 

entirely with the electors or legal 


indebtedness of any 


son, and a portion of the Towns of Calumet 


fees allowed under the statute. Levy Sharpe | 
was a police magistrate who sued the town 
for certain fees not provided by statute. The 
decision handed in in this case was as fol- 
lows: It is an inflexible rule of law that an 
officer canuot demand only such fees as the 
law has fixed for the performance of his 
duties, and that he cannot maintain a suit to 
recover from the town.’ This opinidn was 
delivered by Justice Walker, who is one of 
the most eminent jurists on the TIIlinois 
bench.“ 

At the January term, 1875, of the Supreme 
Court the same/question was decided in the 
case of the City Decatur vs. Vermillyon, 
reported in 77 Illinois, page 316. In that 
ease a man named Vermillyon, who was 
poundmaster in addition to his other duties, 
was required to serve as a policeman. He 
commenced suit against the city to recover 
compensation for his additional services. In 
that case the Supreme Court says: He can- 
not legally claim additional compensation for 
the discharge of those duties even though the 
salary may be inadequate remuneration for 
the services. In other words, he could not 
collect a salary for his services as a police. 
man because the law only provided fees for a 
ppund master. 7 

Officers of Nine Towns Affected. © 

Mr. Craig cited other cases and said: My 
clients will not claim that Mr. Youngquist 
has in any way been dishonest in paying out 
any of this money or retaining his own Sal- 
ary. We suppose he has only taken it for 
granted that since his predecessor did the 
same thing his action was in no way illegal. 
As far as I know Mr. Loungquist is an hon- 
orable man, and would do nothing ¢ontra ry 
to the law if he knew eit.“ 

One of the plaintiffs in the suit against Mr. 
Youngquist said: If this case is decided in 
favor of the Jefferson residents it may be the 
cause of overturning and reforming the prac- 
tice of all town officers within the city limits 
to.draw large salaries instead of nominal 
fees, The City of Chicago now comprises the 
following towns: South Town, North Town, 
West Town, Town of Hyde Park, Town of 
Lake, Town of Lake View, Town of Jeffer- 


and Cicero, It is said that in the Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park the Supervisors receive 
salaries of $1,500 to $1,800, and other towa 
officers. salaries in proportion. Should the 
taxpayers sue these officials it might result in 
compelling them to return large sums of 
money to the Town Treasuries. Under the 
law the Supervisors who held office for ten 
years back can be sued on their bonds. In 
case of a decision favorable to tne taxpayers 
the town offices would not be desirable posi- 
tons and probably would not be sought as 
much as they have been in the past. *

Inpranapouis, Ind., April 5.—The 


that seven white men and eleven Indians have 
been killed and that the Indians are gather- 
ing in great numbers, and unless the cavalry 
reaches there from Fort Reno tonight they 
will undoubtedly massacre a large number of 
settlers. The trouble originated in a drunken 
quarrel over a pony, and one white man and an 
Indians were killed. The Indians realized 
that it was only a personal quarrel, and Would 
have let the law take its course in the matter, 
but the settlers, who knew nothing about In- 
dians and are afraid of all of them, at once 
became panic-stricken and began to gather 
and arm themselves to resist an Indian upris- 
ing, which up to that time existed in their 
minds only. 

The Indians, seeing the settlers all carrying 
arms and congregating, became aroused and 
sent out couriers to summon all the members 
of the tribe. A lot of cowboys precipitated a 
fight last night, in which three of them were 
killed. The Indians are now determined to be 


revenged, and having had a taste of blood are 


ready for more. “The officers from Fort 
Reno are doing their utmost to pacify the In- 
dian leaders and prevent them from urging

Ruasian Cruelty Responsible for Suffering 
Which Americans Could Not Alleviate. 
Mruwavuxre, Wis., April 5.—[Special.]— 
„While vessels loaded with the grain and pro- 
visions contributed by the people of the 
United States for the starving people of Rus- 
sia were discharging their cargoes in the 
Russian ports the Russian Government 
was shipping train load after train 


load of grain and provisions from those 


saine ports to Germany in order thatit might 
obtain the money necessary to run its big 
arsenals. so that before the close of the year 
1894 every Russian soldier could te armed 
with a new magazine rifle. This was one of 
the statements made by Dr. Walter Kemp- 
ster, late special Commissioner of the United 
States to Russia, in a lecture at Summerfield 
Church tonight. Referring to the terrible 
famine of 1891 hesaid: 

I can say from personal knowledge that that 
famine was due to thelerael system of taxation. 
I assisted in the distribution of the corn and 
wheat which this country sent in cargoes. I saw 
the inexorable tax-gatherer of the Ozar follow 
the almoners and actually take the little bags of 
corn and meal which the starving families had 
but barely got into their hands and carry 
them off to sell to raise ‘the taxes. 
In 1891, several decades after the serfs were 
liberated, a ukase was issued reéstablishing the 
knout and public flogging. In a, city not fifty 
miles from St. Petersburg 700 héads of families 
were publicly flogged because they could not pay 
the exorbitant taxes.

How to Reopen a Personal Injury Case

To allow railways to insure employés; enlarg- 
ing the powers of the Trustees of the Agricultural 
Coliege; allowing Boards of Supervisors in coun- 
ties where there are no agricultural societies to 
appoint delegates to the State Agricultural So- 
ciety; fixing the salary of deputy clerks of the 
court in counties where there are two places of 
holding court; providing that registered pharma- 
cists who do not hold permits shall not be re- 
quired to make returns of sales of liquors; House 
bill to“ prevent excessive garnishments and the 
transfer of claims for the purpose of depriving 
debtors of their rights of exemptions. 

In the House the Senate bill iacreasing the 
number of Judges of the Supreme Court to 
six was carried. Senator Conaway’s board of 
health bill was defeated. The general appro- 
priation bill, which appropriates $121,364 
annually for the next biennial period for the 
payment of salaries of State officers, was 
passed. The Conaway bill to regulate build- 
ing and loan associations was so amended that 
it probably is killed. The Conference com- 
mittee on the appropriatiOn for the State 
Dairy Commission agreed upon an appropri- 
ation of $10,000. 

It was discovered this afternoon that in en- 
rolling the bill which passed both Houses 
dividing the Ten Judicial District and making 
a separate district of the County of Dubuque 
the Clerk omitted the County of Buchanan 
from the district.

Republican Sweep in Rhode Island the 
Greatest Ever Known There, 

Provipence, R. I., April 5.— [Special. 
The Republican viqtory is more than an over- 
turn, for instead of its bemg a reversal of the 
position of the parties the Democracy was 
practically annihilated so far as electing its 
men was concerned. The complete returns 
give Brown (Rep.) for Governor, 28,844; 
Baker (Dem.), 22,691; Metcalf (Pro.), 
2,192; Baylor (Socialist Labor), 598; Bur- 
lingame (People’s), 221; plurality for Brown, 
6,153. Had the old provision as to majori- 
ties been in force he would still have won by 


3,150 majority. The Republican candidates 


for the other offices were elected with plurali- 
ties as follows: Edwin R. Allen, for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, 6,662; Charles P. Bennett, 
for Secretary of State, 9.507; Edward C. Du- 
bois, for Attorney-General, 6,273; Samuel 
Clark, for General Treasurer, 9,321. 

The energy of the Democrats was directed 
against the head of the Republican ticket. 
Many stan2h Democrats voted for the Repub. 
lican candidates for Secretary of State and 
General Treasurer, which accounts for their 
phenomenal pluralities, which are the largest 
recorded since 1874, a year when the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor had only 1,589 
votes. The totai vote for Governor was 54. 
538. almost a duplicate of the largest vote 
cast in the State, which was 54,679 in 1892. 
Gov. Brown’s 28.844 votes was never ap- 
proached but once and that was by his own 
record in 1892, when he received 27,461. 
The vote of the Democratic candidate was 
never exceeded but once, and that was also in 
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The City of Providence joined all the other 
cities in the State by giving Brown 10,011 to 
9,795 for Baker. ‘This carried in the entire 
Republican Assembiy ticket. The sitti 
members are all Democrats, Pawtucket an 
Woonsocket, two manuiacturing -cities, gave 
89 and 175 plurality for Brown respectively ; 
Newport gave him 242 plurality. All four 
cities were Democratic last year. The only 
places in the State which gave Democratic 
p.uralities were est Greenwich, North 
Smithfield, and New Shoreham, small coun- 
try towns. 

The Legislature is practically unanfmously 
Republican. The Senate stands: Republic- 
ans, 33; Democrats, 3. The House: pub. 
licans, 69; Democrats, 3. On joint ballot: 
Repabl.cans, 102; Democrats, 6. Nothing 
like such a resuit was ever known since the 
Know-Nothing ezeitement in 1855, when 
Smith Peckham of Gioucester was the only 
Demecrat elected to the Legislature. Even 
Gioucester went Republican this year. 

The Legislature ccnvened this morning after 
ten days’ recess. As only two of the present 
Democratic members of the House were re- 
eiected, and they were not present, honors were 
easy all around. Dr. Garvin (Dem.) offered 
a resolution, which was atterwards withdrawn, 
requesting the Senate of the United States to 
hurry up and settle the tariff question.“ This 
resolution brought out considerabie debate 
about the election, in which the Democrats 
seemed to differ as to the causes which led to 
the catastrophe.

Nr AND WEST CONDEMN “THE WILSON 
BILL. 

A year ago the Democtatic. candidate for 
Governor in Rhode Island had nearly 200 
more votes than his Republican competitor. 
One branch of the Legislature was carried by 
the Republicans and the other by the Demo- 
crats. Day before yesterday the Republican 
candidate for Governor got 6,000 more votes 
than the Democrat, on a heavier vote than 
in 1892,ewhile the Legislature went almost 
unanimously Republican, the Democrats hav- 
ing only six members out of 108, ‘The Re- 
publicans are on top everywhere. .They have 
carried Providence. They have carried man- 
ufacturing towns like Woonsocket, which 
have been Democratic for years. Gov. Brown 
has a much larger majority than Harrison 
had. 

This victory is due to the Wilson bill. Rhode 
Island may be called a purely manufacturing 


community, for its farming population is 


small, Its great manufacturing interests, 
built up by protection, have been hit right 
and left by the anticipatory effects of the Wil- 
son bill. The consequences to the factory 
hands of the determination of the Democrats 

to slaughter protection are stated tersely in 
the following extract: 

A careful census has been taken of the condi- 
tion of all the manufacturing indastries in the 
State, from which it appears that while 19,08) 
people were earning wages in seventy-five fac- 
tories during 1892 there were only 14,770 em- 
ployed during 1893, and this year the same 
factories have been able to find work for only 
10. 966 hands. Last year the number of workers 
was 4,319 less than in 1892, but during the 
three months of the curront year there has been 
less work for 3.804 other wage-ehrners who were 
employed in 18938, thus bringing the total up to 
8,123 persons now idle through the damaging 
effects of the Wilson bill. Only 57 per cent of 
those who were at work when Cleveland was 
elected have employment now. The other 43 per 
cent are idle. 

The workless wage-workérs went to the 
polls Wednesday and cast their ballots against 
the candidates of the party which had thrown 

them out of their jobs. They have had 
enough of Democracy. The Republican 
State-convention denounced the Wilson bill. 
The Democratic convention indorsed that low 
tariff measure. The voters of the industrial 
State of Rhode Island have decided between 
them. They want no Wilson bill in theirs, 
As they have voted so will vote the mill hands 
of the other Eastern States. 

The victory won in Rhode Island followed 
on the heels of those achieved by the Repub- 
licans in Western States, where the farmers 


play a more prominent part than they do in 


the little New England State. The elections 
held in Illinois Tuesday in the cities and the 
rural districts showed that this State is re- 
liably Republican once more and will give one 
of ita old-fashioned majorities this fall. The 
Republicans wiped out the 36,000 Demo- 
cratic majority in Chicago and carried it by a 
big majority of their own. They catried 
Springfield; Rock Island, and Quincy. They 
made great gains everywhere in the rural dis- 
tricts. The farmers have made up their 
minds about the Wilson bill, and have voted 
against it. They see that they are not dispos- 
ing of the products of the farm and garden as 
eagily or for as good prices as when the work- 
ing people of the cities having good wages 
arid steady employment could buy freely from 
them, Those farmers who were gulled in 
1892 by the promise of cheap goods have dis- 
covered that while prices have fallen the 
prices of their products have fallen most of all. 

The Wisconsin elections, also hela Tuésday, 
put that State back in the Republican column. 
Milwaukee did better than was dreamed of by 
giving 5,000 Republican majority, in spite of 
the appeals of the Democrats to religious 
prejudices by making false charges against 
the Republicans. One reason for the victory 
was the return of the German Lutherans, but 
the most potent one was the fact that the ex. 
pectation of the passage of the Wilson bill 
‘closed so many factories.and opened so many 
soup-houses in Milwaukee last winter The 
workingmen have had a hard time. They 
knew to whom they were indebted for it, and 
they voted against the -emocrats. 

The change of sentiment in cther parts of 
the State was as marked as in Milwaukee. 
The little industrial centers like Appleton, 
Chippewa Falls, Merrill, Wausau, and Mani- 
towoe, @ ot the folly of 1892, gave 
Republi tles. The voters in the 
rural districts gave evidence also of their pro- 
found discontent'with the existing order of 
things. If Wisconsin were to vote today for 
President or Governor it would -give about 
40,000 Republican majority, It has had a 
dose of tariff reform and wants no more. 

‘The elections in Missouri, Kansas, and Mon- 
tana Tuesday showed that the causes which 


in avery modest- way, 


were so potent in Wisconsin, Illinois, Rhode 
Island, Ohio, Michigan, and other States are 
potent there. Wherever the people, whether 
farmers or factory employés, get a chance, 
they reject Democracy and its tariff policy 
And yet the Democrats in Congress, unmind- 
ful of the voice of the people, are putting 
through a measure which weré it submitted to 
the voters would be beaten by millions of 
votes. There are in the Senate two Demo- 
crats from Wisconsin who will misrepresent 
their constituents and vate for a bill Wiscdn- 
sin has disowned: There is one sich Senator 
from Illinois. There is. one such Senator 
from Ohio. There are such Senators from 


other States, all of whom will disobey their 


people and vote for a measure which they 
have repudiated.

THE CITY GETS. NOTHING. 
The Aldermen surrendered night before last 


to the South Side Street railway company. 


They gave it a great deal—about all it asked 
for—and demanded nothing for the city in 
retarn. Their affection for that corporation 
knows no limits. The Mayor stated in his 
message the extent and the profitableness of 
the franchises which the company asked for; 
how the monopoly now enjoyed by it would 
be expanded over the entire southern portion 
of the city, and how it vould lease to telegraph, 
telephone, and other corporations the use of 
the poles it is authorized to erect and thus 
earn extra millions. The Aldermen were not 
affected, but voted for the company. 

The Mayor dilated on the past and present 
policy of the company. He said: 

The Chicago City railway company knows all 
about taking from the people, but has never 
been known to give ahything in exchange. And 
so. in this instance, it has remained true to its 
long-established record of greedy selfishness and 
contempt for the people. The crafty pen which 
drafted these ordinances did not waste a single 
drop of ink to embody into them a clause giving 
to the people some compensation for these valua- 
ble grants, either by way of a cash payment, or 
of a percentage upon its gross receipts, or an 
obligation to light the streets or the like. And 


when your Laberable body attempted, although 
„to make them reeognize 


the principle of compensation by the passage of 
an amendment securing free passage for the 
policemen And firemen in uniform, the railroad 
company, in its letter to the Corporation Coun- 
sol, hurls the amendment back into your faces, 
indignantly declaring that while it now extends 
to the policemen and firemen free passage as a 
matter of favor, it will not submit to the exer- 
cise of the power of the city in this drastic and 
uncalled for way. 

The Mayor made mention also of the great 
profits which the stockholders of this corpo- 
ration have made out of e Its net 
earnings in 1891 were 17 ½ per cent, in 1892 
19 per cent, aid in 1893 2814 per cent. Its 
stock sells for three times its par value, and 
yet the leading citizens who own it feel too 
poor to do anything for the city. They are 
too poor, it appears, to pay taxes. Their 
property is assessed at only one-twenty-sixth 
of its admitted value. These facts had no 
effect on the Aldermen, who voted 51 to 11 
to give the company franchises which will en- 
able it to swell its dividends still more. 

The Mayor had insisted that the company 
light the streets on which it wishes to run 
electric cars. It refuses utterly, because it 
‘will add $25,000 or $30,000 a year to the 
expenses of a corporation whose net earnings 
last year were nearly twojand a half million 
dollars. The Mayor submitted an ainend- 
ment requiring the company to.do this light- 
ing, which would cost the city, of course, far 
more than it would the South Side road. Not 
an Alderman had the courageto offer that 
amendment. It would have been beaten, but 
the Aldermen. should have been put on the 
record. It would be well to know what Al- 
dermen are against this just provision which 


ought to be incorporated in the pending ordi- | 
nances introduced for the benefit of the North. 


‘and West Side roads: The evident intention 
is to give them also all they ask for.“ 

There was one amendment adopted by 
which the company is required to pay $250,- 
000 on account of track elevation. Butnear- 
ly that much is to go to the Lake Shore and 


| Rock Island roads, and little to the city. It 


appears that the track elevation ordinance was 
amended to meet the wishes of the street car 
company, @ greater depression being provided 
for at all the streets where it asked it, except 
Sixty-third street. In return for that greater 
depression it agrees to pay a quarter ofa 
million to the city to be turned over by 
it for the most part to the two rail- 
roads to compensate them for the oxtra 
expense to which they are to be put by 
the greater depression. The amendment to 
that effect, drafted by the Mayor, wag adopt- 
ed, the one offered by Ald. Madden thatthe 
city and not the roads get the $250,000 being 
defeated. . 8 


Therefore, by the ordinance as it stands, the 
eity gets nothing, except free transportation 


for its poiicemen and firemen who have been 
carried free hitherto us a matter of favor. For 
while the road protested against this amend- 
ment it will not reſuse to accept the ordinance 
because of it. Franchises worth millions are 
handed over with no return, and now asa 
matter of course the West and North Side 
companies will ask for and get similar dona- 
tions. That is why. the Aldermen whom they 
own voted to add to the swollen wealth of the 
South Side company, a corporation which can 
be persuaded to pay something to other cor- 
porations but which will do nothing for the 
city. Its stockholders have no public spirit, 
no regard for the interests of Chicago or its 
citizens, nothought of anything but their 
own profits. ) 

The Mayor will veto the ordiuance, for the 
reas_ns set forth in his message of Wednesday 
night. But as the Council, having heard 
those reasons once and overruled them. must 
be expected to do soa second time, there is 
not much reason to hope that his veto will be 
sustained. The company, or rather the lead. 
ing citizens who own it and control it, own 
and control the Council also,

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’ 8 LOYAL LEGION 
ADDRESS. 

A few weeks ago that sterling patriot, Arch- 
bishop Ireland, the distinguished Roman 
Catholie prelate of St. Paul, in the course of 
a sermon told his hearers some plain, prac- 
tical, home truths touching their duties to the 
civil government and deprecated the assertion 
of any foreign national sentiment in American 
politics, as well as the coupling of the name 
of any other nationality with that of Ameri- 
can. It was an earnest, honest plea for 
Americanism pure and simple, and us such it 
has attracted wide attention coming from 
such an authority in the church. 

Wednesday evening last Archbishop Ire- 
land was the guest of honor of the New York 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion—a place 
accorded to him by right, as he served during 
the war as Chaplain of a regiment of Minne- 
sota volunteers and now wears the emblem of 
the legion on his coat. The Archbishop spoke 
again on the Duty and Value of Patriot. 
ism.’’ A considerable portion of his address 
was devoted to an exposition of patriotiem in 
all its meanings and relations, and to its ex- 
emplification in the War of the Rebeilion, 
when the supreme tests of patriotism were 
made. It was in tracing the results of that 
war that the Archbishop reached the practical 
bearings of the subject of his discourse and 
read the lessons which any American, what- 
ever his party, his nationality, or his creed, 
may study with profit. In this direction the 
croaking of the pessimists over the immigra- 
tion to this country, e crepe. and un- 


T 


wieldy 3 05 conglomerations,” “the un- 


bridled luxury of living consequent upon vast 
material prosperity,” arouses no anxiety on 
his part. He ‘has faith in the republic be- 
cause he has faith in the providence of God 
and the progress of humanity, ‘ The Ameri- 
can people are consérvatively patient, but ere 
long the national heart is roused and the evils, 
however formidable be their aspect, go down 
beforé the tread of an indignant people.“ 

In closing his address the Archbishop did 
not fail to point out the dangers which the 
people myst remove—the dangers growing out 


of ignorant voting. the need to have laws in 


every State which will punish, as guilty of 
crime against the country, the parent who 
neglects to send his children to school,“ tho 
dangérs ir. corrupt ‘morals, intemperance, 
dishonesty, materialism, and lax observance 
of law. As to the suffrage the Archbishop said : 

The suffrage is the power of life or death over 


the State. The one licit motive in its use is the 


public weal, to which private and party interests 
should be always sacrificed. The voter making 
misuse of the trust deserves to be disfran- 
chised; thy man who compasses the.misuse, who 


weaves schemes to defraud the popular will, de- 


serves to be proscribed. The public officia? is 
appointed for the people's good, and is sworn to 
work forit; if he prostitutes his office, legis- 
lative or ‘executive, to enrich himself or his 
friends, he has sold his country for gold and 
he is atraitor. The distribution of cflice or of 
administrative power must be based on fitnass; 
the spoils system in politics inevitably leads .to 


public corruption, treacherous and unsafe admin- . 


istration, aud the ultimate foundering of the ship 
of state. 


The Archbishop in. ¢losing clinched his dis- 


cussion of the question by making American 
citizenship the sole standard of patriotism, 
and upon this point he eloquently said: 

Storms are passing over the land, arising from 
sectarian hatred, and nativist or foreign prej- 
udices, These are scarcely to be heeded; they 
cannot last. Day by day the spirit of American- 
ism waxes strong; narrowness of thought and 
unreasonihg strife cannot resist its influences. 

This country is America; only they who are 
loyal to her can be allowed to live under her flag; 
and they who are loyal to her may enjoy all her 
liberties and rights. Freedom of religion is ac- 
corded by the Constitution; religion is put out- 
side State action, and most wisely so; therefore, 
the roligion of a citizen must not be ‘considered 
by voter or executive officer. The oath of 
allegiance to the country makes the man a 
citizen: if that allegiance is not plenary and 
supreme, he is false to his profession; if it is, he 
is an Américan, Discriminations and segrega- 
tions, in civil or political matters, on lines of 
birthplace, or of race, or of language—and, I 
add, of color—are un-American, and wrong. Com- 
pel all to be Americans, in sul as well as in 
name, and then let the standard of their value 
be their American citizenship. 

Truer, viser words were never ‘spoken. 


They appeal to men of every nationality and 


. denomination. They set forth the very ideal 


of American citizenship, and the more rapidly 
the American people approximate to that 


ideal the more rapidly will foolish sectarian’ 


strife cease and Americanism assert itself, In 
the Archbishop’s own eloquent words: 
American patriotism is needed—patriotism 
intense, which speaks out in noble pride, with 
beating heart, ‘Civis Americanus, I am an 
American citizen,’ patriotism active, which 
shows itself in deed and in sacrifice ; patriotism 
public spitited, which cares for the public 
weal as for the apple of the eye. There 
would s00n be an end of A. P. A.s if Arch- 
bishop Ireland’s idea of an American citizen 
were realized.

Ar RECIPROCITY IS STRICKEN DOWN. 

The Wilson bill as reported to the Senate 
by the Finance committee contains an 
amendment abrogating all reciprocity agree- 
ments and directing the President to notify 
the foreign governments with which they 
have been made of that fact. The House did 
not wish these agreements to be revoked, and 
hence made no provision therefor. The Fi- 
nance committee not agreeing with the 
House wishes them blotted out. Its motive 
is stated in a letter from William E. Curtis 
printed in a city paper, portions of which 
will be found elsewhere in Taz Trrsunsz. 

The Wilson bill as introduced in the House 
left raw sugar free and provided for the con- 
tinuance of the sugar bounties on a diminish. 
ing scale for some years. This provision the 
House struck out, and the bill as it went to 
the Senate did nothing for the Louisiana sugar 
planters. Then the two Senators from that 
State threatened to defeat the bill if their pet 
interest was not taken care of. These two 
Senators did not ask for the restoration of the 
bounty provision because evenif the House 
had agreed it would run for a few years only. 
So they demanded that a duty be imposed on 
raw sugarto give protection to the sugar 
growers. 

That duty would be useless, however, if the 
reciprocity agreements which are based on 
the free admission of the sugar of the coun- 
tries with which they are made were allowed 
to stand. Hence these two Senators insisted 
that the agreements made with fifteen coun- 


tries be repudiated, that the export trade ta. 


the Latin-American republics and the Spanish 
and British West India islands be sacrificed, 
and the market secured in Germany and Aus- 
tria for agricultural products, which has been 
of such infinite advantage to the American 
farmers and stock raisers, be thrown away. 
This was the consideration asked by the two 
Senators for their votes which are necessary 
for the passage of the Wilson bill. It was a 


heavy price to pay. The planters who grow. 


sugar cane are but a handful and their product 
infinitesimal. But for their sake the hundreds 
of thousands of men who grow wheat, corn, 
and other cereals, who raise cattle and hogs, 
and those who manufacture the numerous 
articles for which new markets have been 
made by the reciprocity agreements are to 
have surpluses left on their hands which they 
cannot dispose of. Two men representing a few 
hundred are taking advantage of the eagerness 
of the Democrats to pass a bill which was bad 
enough as it stood to inject into that bill a 
provision leveled at the agricultural and man- 
ufacturing interests of the country which will 
make the bill much worse. 

To abrogate these agreements will not only 
deprive the United States of the trade it has 
gained but will leave it in worse condition 
than if the agreements never had been made. 
While that gain has not been as great as was 
expected it has been marked and substantial. 
It would have been larger but for the fact thas 
some South American countries, Brazil chief 
among them, have been distracted by revolu- 
tions. It would have been larger also but for 
the fact that the Southern republics and 
colonies, with a few exceptions among the 
latter, ate on the silver basis and have suf- 
tered from the fall in the value of silver as 
this country would have suffered had it- 
dropped to the monometallicsilver basis. The 
money of the Latin-American countries has 
lost a part of its purchasing power and the 
value of the silver mined and exported by 
some of them has decreased, The silver de- 
preciation has affected trade with the United 
States and all other nations. 

Yet in spite of these drawbacks the yalue of 
the American exports to Brazil last year, when 
the pritcipal ports were blockaded, was 
greater than in 1891. The exports to Cuba 
and other West India islands have increased 
greatly. While the domestic exports of the 
United States to Europe were $189,000,000 
less in 1893 than in 1892, the decrease in 
the shipments to South America was less than 
half a million. The countries European and 
American— with which reciprocity agreements 
have beep made took more from the United 
States last year than they did year before last. 

The South American countries did not ask 
for the agreements which are now to be abro- 
gated, The United States took the initiative, 


| The Latin-American republics accepted the 


reciprocity policy. They believed the offer 
to be made in good faith, and that the agree- 
ments would endure, Confident that that 
would be the case, they disregarded the ur- 
gent entreaties of foreign governments not to 
enter into these close trade relations with the 
United States. They made agreements with 
this ¢ountry which have benetited it, while 
they have hurt the trade of England and 
France, with which nations they had done 
nearly all their business previously. 

If notified now that those agreements are 
canceled the Latin-American governments 
will be offended profoundly by what they will 
be justified in looking on as a breach of faith, 
and will do what they can to turn trade back 
to its old channels so that the dealings with 
the United States may be less extefisive than 
they were before the McKinley law wes 
passed, The irritation of the countries with 
which the broken agreements were made will 
not be pacified by the knowledge of the fact 
that they were broken merely to appease two 
Demoeratic Senatorg and protect one pica- 
yune Louisiana interest. 

It is certain that if the other Democrats 
have the least thought of or care for the in- 
terests of the whole country they will not let 
these two bulldozing Louisiana Senators co- 
erce them, as they have coerced Messrs. Voor- 
hees, Vest, Jones of Arkansas, and other 
Democratic members of the Finance commit- 
tee. Extensive commercial, agricultural, and 
manufacturing interests should not be dam- 
aged to assist a few hundred sugar planters. 


THE CONNELLSVILLE RIOTERS, 

The Connelisville coke region in Pennsyl- 
vania has been the scene of a terrible riot, or 
series of them, in which at least dine lives 
were lost and several persons dangerously 
wounded, A mob of many hundreds of in- 
furiated ** strikers’’ marched from one place 
to another. forcing peaceably disposed citizens 
to quit work, driving their families into the 


fields, subjecting some of the wives and daugh- 


ters to the most barbarous indignities, and 
burning and otherwise destroying the property 
of the employing companies. It was reported 
that the strikers had planned to raid the whole 
coke region, and it was feared still greater 
loss of life would ensue unless prevented by a 
prompt dispatch of State troops to the scene, 
but the county authorities seem td have been 
able to cope with the rioters. The arrest of 
several scores of the leaders has staggered the 
followers, and it is probable they will give up 
the attempt to override the community by the 
perpetration of high-handed outrage on a 
wholesale plan. 

‘These raiding strikers are described as 


| ignorant foreigners. They mostly are Hun- 


garians who were unwilling to accept a pro- 
posed reduction in wages and determined that 
others should not work on the terms offered 
by the employers. They have not stopped to 
ask if it be possible to pay the rate of wages 
they demanded; took no note of depressed 
trade conditions which oblige employers to 
sell their product at lower prices than hereto-. 
fore paid; and apparently cared nothing 
for the right of other workingmen 
to take employment on terms agree- 
able to themselves. They have as- 
sumed to dictate what wages shall be 
paid in a business the economic conditions of 
which they do not understand. who shall be 
paid those wages, and the means to be 
employed to enforce their demands. In 
this they have little more regard for the lives 
and property of others than had the Huns 
who drove before them the Goths into the 
Roman Empire in the fourth éentury, and 
for a time were the terror of Europe. They 
have carried into the United States the ethics 
of their barbarous ancestors ot more than a 
thousand years ago, and how little they have 
improved upon the semi-savagery of those 
times is shown in the fact that the wives of 
these strikers are worse than the men. 
Numbers of these female furies paraded with 
hatchets, pokers, shovels, picks, and elubs, 
and brutally attacked two men of their own 
nationality, both of whom received fatal in- 
juries at their hands. One of these victims 
was a striker and had been identified with the 
movement from the beginning. but in their 
unreasoning zeal they struck him down as an 
enemy. 

This terrible reproduction of old-time bar- 
barism in a modern land of liberty at 
once is a result of unrestricted’ immigration 
and of Democratic agitation for tariff re- 
form in the alleged interest of the working 
classes. It is all the more deplorable as 
there is reason to believe that all of these 
thugs who voted at all a year ago last Novem- 
ber voted for.the men and the measures that 
have brought about the conditions against 
which they protest with much of the energy 
of their barbaric ancestors and with as little 
reference to the rights of those against whom 
they have placed themselves in battle array. 
If proper safeguards had been instituted to 
prevent the irruption of the worst elements 
from Hungary and other lands those fellows 
would not have been here to loot and mur. 
der, and if the party in power here had let 
tariff tinkering alone the miscreants would 
not have had their present excuse for strik- 
ing.“ They would have been furnished steady 
employment at fair wages in the production of 
material wanted in large quantities for use in 
the active industries of a country unthreat- 
ened by the Wilson bill. 
majority of the American people have acted 


foolishly in the past is no reason why these 


ru vagers should not be put down summarily 
by the strong arm of the law and punished for 
their erimes. Both for themselves and others 
it is necessary they should be taught the severe 
lesson that in coming to the United States 
they accepted the penalties as well as the ben- 
efits of the situation and will be held strictly 
to account for having taken up arms against 
the people of the country which unfortunately 
has adopted them. 


INDECENT CURIOSITY. 

Judge Bradley, who is presiding over the 
trial of the Pollard-Breckinridge case at 
Washington, has at last lost his temper, and 
Wednesday administered a rebuke, which they 
will long remember, to the crowd of gossips, 
scandal-mongers, and prurient prudes who 
have infested the court-room since the trial 
assumed a sensational aspect. He expressed 
his opinion of these creatures at the opening 
of the case and of the mad scramble of wom- 
en for seata by ordering them out of the court- 
room. He has more than once displayed his 
disgust at the two indecent principals in the 
case by paying no attention to the sensational 
and salacious testimony and by secking to 
avoid hearing it as far as possible. Mean- 
while the crowd of male creatures who seek 
this sort of entertainment has increased and 
their actions at the close of the daily sessions 
in rushing after the lawyers to catch glimpses 
of the parties to the suit, following them into 
the corridors of the court-room, already 
crowded with curious women unable to get 
nearer, roused his anger. Wednesday he 
stopped the indecent creatures and re- 
buked them in the following pointed 
language: “The morbid curios’ty which 
has been manifested: since e be. 
ginning of this suit is perfectly disgust- 


ing. The spectators have been on trial for 


their decency and have been found guilty of 


‘indecent conduct. These men who come here 


day after day remind me of buzzards sitting 


on a fence waiting for a sick horse to die 


waiting for a pile of carrion.””

THE UNION PACIFIC WAGE E CASE. 

In the United States Court at Omaha Judge 
Caldwell yesterday delivered a decision in the 
Union Pacific wage schedule case, and it was 
a complete victory for the employés.. The 
court held that the relations of the men to the 
company and their rate of wages were deter- 
rained in the main by certain written rules 
and schedules, some of which had been in 


force for more than a quarter of a wrist 


and all had been in force for eight years 
more. These rules were the result of free and 
voluntary conferences between the managers 
of the railroad and representatives of the la- 
bor organizations, and it was conceded that 
these organizations had improved the morals 
and efficiency of the men. The receivers had 
declared to the court that they were of opin- 
ion the rules and schedules of pay for train 
dispatchers and opérators were unnecessary, 
and yet at the cohference ordered by the Cir- 
cuit Judges they abandoned that position. 

The court held that the employment of 
sober, experienced, and capable men is es- 
sential to the safe and successful operation of 
the road. The employés are conceded to pos- 
sess these qualifications, and the court cannot 
on light and trivial grounds dispense with 
their services or reduce their wages. As the 
schedule of wages was the result of a mutual 
agreement and has been in force for some 
years it must be presumed to be. reasonable 
and just, and any one disputing that pre- 
sumption will be required to overthrow it by 
satisfactory proof. This has not been done 
by the receivers. 

Furthermore, the court held that to’accom- 
plish an economical administration of the 


trust the wages of the men must not be re- 


duced below a reasonable and just vompen- 
sation for their services. They must be 
paid fair wages though no dividends are paid 
on the stock and no interest on the bonds. 
And there would seem to be no equity in re- 
ducing them below what is reasonable in 
order to pay dividends on stock for which the 
company received less than two cents on the 
dollar. ‘The recommendation of the receivers 
to adopt their schedule cannot be accepted by 
the court for the reason that the schedule was 
adopted without affording to the men an op- 


portunity to be heard, this beimg in violation 


of an express aggreement between the com- 
pany and the men. Nor can specific perform- 
ance of a contract be enforced: by injunction, 
by pains and penalties, or by any other means. 
The period of compulsory personal service, 
except as a punishment for crime, has 


in this country. It is not unlawful for em- 


ployés to associate and confer together with 
a view to maintain or increase their wages by 
lawful and peaceable means, any more than 
it is for employers to so consult and confer. 
A corporation is organized capital and organ- 
ized labor is organized capital. What is law. 
ful for one to do is lawful for the other to do. 
The court held that a system of. rules and 
regulations by which the company had been 
able to bring together and retain the class of 
men who had appeared before it is com- 
mendable, and meets with its entire approval.

Exploding of Bombs by Anarchists at Paris 


: Cannot Be Stopped. 
Panis, April 5.—In view of the explosion of 


a bomb in the Restaurant Foyot, near the 


Senate Chamber, the opinion is generally ex- 
pressed that the police are practically power- 
less to prevent such occurrences. Crowds of 
people visited the scene of the explosion to- 
day. Several persons have been arrested 
upon suspicion of having been connected 
with the outrage, but the police have no clew 
to the identity of the criminal. 

It is now said there were only three persons 
dining in the restaurant at the time the bomb 
was exploded. The building was completely 


‘wrecked, and the damage done to adjoining 


buildings is much greater than was at first 
supposed, The café waiter who was sounded 
by the explosion. is believed to be dying, but 
the other wounded persons, including M. 
Taillade, the Socialist poet, are doing well, 
although the latter is suffering a great deai on 
account of the injury to his eye and head.

Striking Speech Before the Chamber of 
Commerce by Edward Atkinson, 


New York, April 5.—[Special,}—Discuss.“ 


ing the question of farm mortgages before the 
Chamber of Commerce today Mr. Edward 
Atkinson of Boston said: If there were any 
three States in which one were to look for ad- 
verse conditions among the farmefs they 
would be in the wheat-growing States of Min- 
nesota, Michigan, and South Dakota, yet the 
independent investigations, both before the 
census and subsequent thereto, fairly sustain 
the conclusions of the census, proving that the 
general condition of these farmers is ond of 
prosperity and independence, although this 
year has subjected them to severe trials. 

„For myself I feel confident that the end 
of the cheap money delusion has come. The 
farmers of the great Mississippi Valley now 
control this Nation. They hold the balance 
of power. They are creditors far more than 
debtors, even in respect to their money obli- 
gations; yet more because of the time which 
must elapse between their preparing the soil 


and planting their crops and the date of har 


vest. They are slow but sure in their conclu- 
sion, then prompt and decisive in their ac- 
tion. 

„The principal Western indebtedness on 
mortgages is in and around Chicago, but there 
is one startling fact to which my attention 
has been called which I will submit as a mat- 
ter of importance to the Chamber of Com- 
merce. In the great urban region in and 
around New York City, in Kings, Queens, New 
York, Righmond, and Westchester Counties, 
in the State of New York, and in the Counties 
of Bergen, Essex, Hudson, Monmouth, Pas- 
saic, and Union, in the State of New Jersey, 
the real estate mortgage debt is a fraction 
under $1,280,000,000, This amount is 21 
per cent of the whole real estate 


‘mortgage debt of the United States. It 


is 51 per cent of the real estate mortgage debt 
of what is commonly known as the West, ex- 
tending from Ohio westward to Kansas and 
northward to the Dakotas, with its populous 
cities of Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Minneapolis, Kansas City, Milwaukee, 
Omaha, St. Louis, and St, Paul.

Firm of Pitt & Scott, Custom House 
Brokers, Dissolved,

Judge Gibbons’ Decision, 

Judge Gibbans in his decision says: 

These pleas do not assume to deny in point of 
fact the allegations of the information as to the 
number of distilleries controlled, but virtually 
answer that in point of law it purchased them 
fora valuable consideration, and holds, owns, 
and controls them for a legal purpose, It does 
not deny in point of fact that the distilleries named 
inthe information have been dismantied and 
permitted to be idie, but says in point of law that 
it has not kept and does not now keep any of 
these properties idle except as the business in- 
terests of the company require.

FAVOR THE LOCKOUT. 


CONTRACTORS AND MATERIAL MEN 
INOLINED TO FIGHT. 


They Hold a Meeting and Discuss Methods 
to Be Used in the Trades Strike Now. 
On=President Carpenter of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois. Wins Over the 
Firemen=Deputy Sheriff’ Are Sent to 
Guard Brick-Yards at Dolton=Pluamb- 
ers’ Tronbies Left to a Committee. 


The chief interest in local labor troubles 
centered yesterday in the meeting of con- 
tractors and material men called to consider 
the question of a general lockout of all build- 
ing trade mechanics. After a five hours’ ses- 
sion an adjournment was taken without any 
definite action having been arrived at, but 
with the outlook that another meeting would 
be held at an early date. 

The session was at the contracting carpen- 
ters’ headquarters, No. 116 Monroe street, 
and was a secret one. J. P. McCarthy pre- 
sided. with Albert Barker as Secretary. The 
meeting was called.at the instanceof the Mas- 
ter Painters’ Association, several’ hundred of 
the employés of which body are now on a 
strike. The discussion was opened by repre- 
sentatives of several organizations of em- 
ployers, who set forth that the late methods by 
which trades unions fought on their strikes— 
that is, one shop at a time—was of sucha 
character that it could not be suc- 
cessfully combated except by com bined 
efforts: that a general lockout was the 
only successful manner of overcoming a gen- 
eral strike; that a lockout of all the building 
trades at once would be an antidote to these 
frequent strikes and would compel the labor 
unions to hereafter treat employers fairly, 
and not be cuntinually obstructing the course 
of trade by strikes for trivial causes as soon 
as business began being good, 

One speaker said: There would be a tre- 

mendous upheaval should such a lockout be 
ordered as is contemplated, If carried out as 
is thought of “at present it would put out of 
work at once 65,000 active mechanics in 
Chicago ‘alone, in addition to several thou- 
sand men employed by the material furnishers 
ot lumber, steel, marble, stone, and brick. 
There are at least 15,000 carpenters and 
bricklayers who would be directly affected, 
and. the twenty- five lesser trades allied in 
the Building ‘Trades’ Council will average 
2.000 active members each. There has never 
been a lockout of so many men at once in the 
history of labor.“ 


Material men spoke in favor of: the lock- 


out proposition. The trend of sentiment 
among the heavy contractors was in line for 
the lockout. No action was taken, the entire 
afternoon being given up to a discussion of 
its advisability. It was pointed out that with 
the New York League. after which organiza- 
tion this is patterned, the lockouts had done 
much to decrease strikes and induce labor 
unions to meet with the association: of em- 
ployers and adjust.differences without recourse 

to strikes. 
Leading master painters were seen after the 
oceed- 


ings of their meeting. The strikers said: 
We do not fear a general lockout, The boss 
painters are too selfish to pull together long 
enough to run a lockout.” 


PRESI DENT CARPENTER WINS, 
Rallroad 


Chicago and Kastern Illinois 
Firemen Are Defeated. 
President Carpenter’s ultimatum was ac- 
cepted by the employés of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad at the meeting of the 
Federation of Railway Union Chiefs at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday. President Carpen- 
ter declined to restore the wages in the new 
schedule, but agreed to modify the rules that 
were objectionable to the men—the prin- 
cipal | one of which was the com- 
putation of overtime. When the confer- 
ence of the Grand Chiefs closed at the 
Sherman House last week, the men were noti- 
fied of the ultimatum, and without recom- 
mendation they were asked to vote upon the 
acceptance or rejection of the same. The 
rules were accepted by the engineers, con- 
ductors, trainmen, and switchmes. The fire- 
men voted to reject. The members of the 
Firemen’s Brotherhood were eager to strike, 
but at yesterday’s méeting their Grand Chief, 
F. P. Sargent, refused to sanction the vote. 
He told the committee from his organization 
that as the rules were accepted’ by all the 
other organizations it would be foolish to at- 
tempt to go out, for they would lack 
the support of the other men. The committee 
will therefore report to the firemen the re- 
fusal of the Grand Chief, and another vote 
will be taken, which in the light of the action 
of the other organizations will resuit in the 
ucceptance of the new schedule as modified.

BRICKYARD GUARDED BY OFFICERS. 


Deputy Sheriffs Go to Dolton to Protect 
Property Against a Mob. 

Thirteen Deputy Sneriffs left last evening 
for Dolton to protect the property of the May, 
Purington & Bonner Brick company. This 
action was takeh at the request of Attorney 
Iszael Cowen, who appeared before Sheriff 
Gilbert yesterday afternoon and demanded 
protection for the works of the company. 
Early yesterday morning a mob of 200 
strikers from Blue Island surrounded the yards 
at Dolton and prepared to prevent men from 
beginning work. It had been given out that 
the yards were to be’ started up and plenty of 
men had been engaged to work for wages be- 
low the union s¢ale. Asa result the mob had 
left Blue Island soon after midnight with the 
avowed intention of preventing any one from 
going to work, The strikers were victims of 
a false rumor, for there was no intention on 
the part of the ‘company of starting up. Some 
of the strikers got into an altercation with 
two watchmen, who were the only men 
about the yards, and beat them seriously. 
Supt. Stewart, who appeared soon afterward. 
was greeted with hisses and groans, but was 
unmolested. After some time spent about 
the workers the strikers returned to Blue Isl- 
and. The watchmen were upon the com- 
pany's property when set upon, and the mem- 
bers of theitirm will prosecute the leaders of 
the strike if they can be caught.

DR. VON HOLST ON FRENCH REVOLUTION.

First of a Series of Twelve Lectures at the 
Sinai Temple. 

A large audience gathered at Sinai Temple 
last night to listen to the first of a series of 
twelve lectures on The French Revolution ”’ 
by Prof. Herman von Holst of the University of 
Chicago. In his opening remarks Dr. von 
Holst reviewed the political, social, and econ- 
omic conditions of France preparatory to 
the reigns of Louis XV. and Louis XVI. 
The essence of popular government had been 
destroyed, but the frame remained to con- 
found the people with the idea that the gov- 
ernment could do anything. The “I am the 
State’’ principle was thoroughly in force. 
The crown was supreme. Offices were 
sold without reference to official 
fuaction, but purely for financial reasons. 
The principle of taxation was Whosoever 
has shall be given. more and whosoever has 
not shall be tal en away even that which he 
has. The body ecclesiastic. was forbidden 
the privilege of belief on the ground that re- 
ligious tolerance and constructive opinion 
were incompatible. Regarding the French 
peasant Dr. von Holst said: 

It was not the load which he had to bear that 
precepitated the crisis which ensued, but rather 
the poisoning effect the social system had u 
his nature. It was not the “how much” Put 
the how which afforded the real cause of the 
social wreckage. A sharp pain can be survived, 
but it was the slow, lacerating thrusts directed 
against his existence that paved the way of the 
revolution. 

The noble paid taxes with his blood,“ the 
villain with his money. Capitalists rented the 
function of taxation and racked the peasantry 
to the extreme. Dr. von Holst laid special 
emphasis upon the fact that it was the moral 
rather than the political and social systems 
which brought on the results that followed. 

Next Tuesday Dr. von Holst delivers N 
second lecture upon Paris and Ver- 
sailles. Dr. von Holst has just completed 
the presentation of the same course in Hunt. 
ington Hall, Boston, before the Lowell Insti- 
tute.
